What really need is a living interest
in scientific methods applied to known re-

gions, which are suffering from the bar-

barism of a plutocratic greed. Govern-

ments might well spend money in saving
forests doomed to destruction, in preserv-
ing animals' rapidly becoming extinct, in
studying the characteristics and customs
of vanishing tribes of savages, in making
the temperate and tropical "zones fit for
man to inhabit. Suppose the,, money spent
in attempting-t- o discover tf?e North Pole
had been spent In trying to abolish ma-

laria?
One of the crying needs of this country

at present is the preservation of our for-

ests. Yearly the Adirondacks are ravaged
by forest fires; yearly the vast forests of
the North are being ruthlessly cut away
by ignorant and unscrupulous lumber deal-

ers; daily, before the eyes of an indignant
people, the grand Palisades ot the Hudson
are being reduced to a mass of shapeless
ruins. This country is suffering economi- -

call physically, and esthetically from the

aerminea rapacity ot a lew men ue- -

sire to neap up uonars ior memseives, iuai
they may enjoy what they call wealth It
is time that science and government joined
hands to stop this thing. Future genera-

tions Mill curse the men who destroj ed the
.forests and dried up the rivers, and gave
the country once by abundant
streams a climate of frost and scorching
heat, alternating with canricious irrecular- -
ity. They win y that the people who
allowed the Palisades to be destroyed and
the most beautiful regions of the earth to
be desecrated Mere barbarians. If they do
not hold this opinion, they themselves will
be degenerates.

There are hundreds of things which sci-

ence may do for the good of mankind, and
for Mhich money, time, det"rmination,
skill, and patience are needed; things for
which governments might well grant
money and honors. The scientific man is
the hero of this century. It is he has
alleviated "pain, 'cured disease, secured to
the-poo- r innumerable comforts which were
once only to be had by the rich, bridged
rivers, tunneled mountains, built cities,
made the sea a highway. All these things
have come to the Morld of today through
the agency of the man studies the
laws of matter.

The following lter from jivhigb regu.
lar army officer stationed at Ilollo, J?bll-Ippi-

Islands, dated June 28, has been re-

ceived by a War Department official: In
"I see no difference in health conditions

here and in the United States. The''men in
in the regiment have been healthier than
at home. Where tliey took the same rea-

sonable precautions as they woul5 in
Georgia" there would be no difference.
Campaigning Is awfully hard in the sun
on account of lack of water and difficulty

of fighting one's way through" the grass,

bushes, and bamboo. I know of no dis-

eases that we need fear which are indigi-no-

to the islands except smallpox. 'Good
food Is hard io get. We have had no beef
or mutton 'here for twenty days; vegeta-

bles, there are none; fish are fairly abun-

dant but high. There is no fruit other
than cocoanuts. This, of couise, being
largely due to our being in a state ot
seige.

"As to the military situation, the views
of all the officers 1 have met both here and
on Luzon, except those doing office duty
In Manila, arc directly opposed to the
newspaper reports almost every

From what one sees in the papers
the white dove of peace is always just
aBout to light on the land. To the ght-in- g

man, however, it is not apparent. As
a matter of fact, we hold nothing in these
islands but what we stand upon. Our pos-

sessions are not to be counted by prov-
inces, islands, or square miles, but actu-
ally by acres. No one can go anywhere
outside of our entrenchments without great
danger. The lines around Manila, when I
left. May 30, Mere only three miles out.
Rifle bullets from the insurgents actually
went through the bouses In Malate section
of the city. Daily and hourly the firing
from the trenches could be heard in the
city. To the north we were holding the
railroad line and a few detached posts; to
the east the line of the Pasig River. We
hold lines and lines only, not areas. Bor-

dering every one of these lines are insur-
gent trenches and plenty of armed m?n, and
so close are they that the duty is very
hard. One night off duty Is as much as a
man can expect.

"The native Is not aggressive, but no
one out here calls him a coward. He will
not stand a charge, even when in earth-Mork- s,

but he does a powerful amount of
damage first and last before he quits. Then
he simply falls back and goes to worn nig-
ging again. The moment leave a piece
of ground it is theirs, for they swarm back
upon it. It is true that we can with a
thousand or two thousand men go where
we wish; no great force will oppose us.
Every town and village willwave with
Mhite flags for the time being, but when
we have passed, the Maters roll In behind
and it is as if we had never been there.
The Filipinos are beginning to shoot well
of late, as our casualties show. They seem
to show no scarcity of either ammunition
or food and so far as I can see show no
sign of giving up.

"The Hood of peace commissioners to
Manila in May was simply an effort to
stop the rush of our troops north, until
they could recover a little. No one in the
fighting line believed for a moment, mat
they meant business, though the Manila
staff seemed to' place' great reliance on
them. I see no sign of weakening, and
unless internal troubles come with them
there is no end in the near future. All
the fighting has been in Luzon, not be-

cause the othpr inlands are pacified, but
simply because mc have no men fo'under-tak- e

the subjugation of the others. Here
at Iloilo hold a radius of three and a
half miles from the town. One cannot
walk or drive because arc surrounded.
This is the only hold we have upon this
island, Indeed right across the bay our
enemy holds possession, so that we hold
only half a circle. On Negros we hold
only tM-- points. On Cebu, only one, on
many others not a foot. It is hoped here
that the fall of Agninaldo's party on Lu-

zon mean the giving up of all the
other islands, but we do not think so.

"The insurgents here, will, simply turn
to banditti and must be hunted down.
Speaking broadly, the line of the army
believes It will take at least 1GO.O0O men
and two years to get even a fairly firm
foothold. Once webaot!Mtvlt.wni take
from 15,000 to SftJOQftyj Js.ee p,,, them, be-

sides a squadron of the navy. Whether it
is Morth to pay so much for our
Mhistle depends, of course, on the point
of view. That the islands will pay a
handsome profit to capitnl invested and
that the trade we can build up with these
people will be large there can be no
doubt."

The of the letter criticises the
policy of General Otis and says:

"General Otis' policy seems to be to
deal only with battalions, so that the older
field officers, colonels, and lieutenant
colonels have no commands; most of the
battalion commanders are captains, in
fact, but there is no discussion of orders
allowed out here.

NO FILIPINOS ON THE WAHEEN.

OIHcinl Kenort of Recent Troubles
on the Transport.

Colonel Bird, the Assistant Quartermas-
ter General, denied today that the crew of
the Warren, recently arived from Manila,
was composed of Filipinos because of trou-

ble its crew, several of de-

serted Mhlle the vessel was at Manila. The
War Department, on learning of the state-
ments made about the trouble on the War-
ren, telegraphed Major Long at San Fran-
cisco to report the correct circumstances.
His report is as folloM-s- :

"Reference your telegram yesterday re-

garding trouble with Warren's crew.
Transport quartermaster states that on
July 5 coal passers and firemen
refused to go to work unless one of their
number who confined for drunken-
ness and desertion was released from the
brig. They arrested and taken ashore
and tried before a superior court at Ma-

nila, punishment awarded from three to
ten months in penitentiary- - They were
replaced by another crew of experienced
firemen which shipped the same day.
Thse latter discharged soldiers. No
Filipinos wre shipped as part of the crew
of the Warren."

Plague Cases in Ilushire.
Vice Consul General Tyler writes to the

State Department from Teheran, June 22,
1S99, that, according to reports from Brit-
ish medical officers, three or four cases
of the plague have occurred at" J3ushire.
The authorities in Bushire have endeavor-
ed to conceal the outbreak. Mr. Tyler adds:
"The great heat and the dryness of the
atmosphere at the present time pre-
vail in most parts of the country will
probably prevent its transmission inland
to any great extent, if not extinguish it al-
together. My own observations incline me
to the opinion that altitudes above a
elevation are a considerable protection
against the inroads of this disease. The
present is , the season for collecting the
dates, which grow 50 or 100 miles from
Bushire and are exported largely
from that port to many parts of-- the
some, I believe, being sent to the United
States."

Under the rule of
the Spaniards, for every letter delivered
there was an extra charge of two cents and
when I first established the free delivery
system, it was very amusing to see the
surprise of the natives when they were told
that there was no extra charge for the
letters left at their doors by the carriers- -

"I have three carriers, all natives, and
they are bright and quick to learn and
are giving satisfaction. The deliveries of
the mail are prompt and the people

pleased with the way our Govern-
ment transacts its business.

"I hope to have the carriers in uniforms
within the next few- - weeks and they are
cagpr to get them. One day I unluckily
mentioned that I would soon give them
uniforms and I have not bad any peace
since. Every day they wanted to know
when they were going to get their" uni-
forms, and I was glad to get away and se-
cure a little rest from their importuning.

MISSION OF THE ALBATROSS.

To Leave for a Decp.Sea IiivcMtlent-Iii- kt

Tour in the Pacitic.
The United States Fish Commission

steamer Albatross is expected to sail from
Snn Francisco today on a tour of deep-se- a

investigation of the Pacific Ocean. The
tour will include visits to the Society Isl-

ands, the Friendly Islands, the Fiji Islands,
and other groups, both north and south of
the equator. The itinerary will cove a dis-

tance of nearly 20,000 miles, terminating at
Yokohama, In April, 1900.

The principal mission of the Albatross
will be deep-se- a dredging, trawling, and
sounding, although many other experiments
will be made and much attention paid to
the collection of fauna in the islands touch,
ed at. It is anticipated that both the dredge
and the beam trawl will be hauled in deeper

than ever before. A new beam trawl
of extraordinary size will be one of the
features of collecting apparatus. The mouth
of the trawl is twice as large as anyone
heretofore constructed.

It is said by the Fish Commission this
will be the most important marine expedi-
tion on which it ever embarked, and will
yield the most valuable scientific results.
The scientific ,work will be under charge of
Prof. Alexander Agasslz, with an able staff
of assistants. The waters to be visited are
comparatively unexplored, and it is be-

lieved more interesting and much Iargei
specimens of deejp-se- a life will be taken
than in any former expedition. The Presi
dent has evinced interest in the expedition.
The State Department has notified the 'Brit
ish, French, andGerraan authorities.

FOBEST PRESERVATION.

A Circulur Innued to the Farmer
and Lumbermen.

The Division of Forestry, of the Depart-
ment of Agriculture is anxious to stimulate
interest in iifls science and also to collect
all available information in regard to what
is being done for,the preservation of for-

ests and the replanting of those partially
or wholly destroyed.

With this idea in view--, the forester of
the department, Gifford Plnchot, has pre-
pared a circular, detailing what has been
done along this line by farmers and lum
bermen and calling attention to the great
benefit to be derived from planting trees
for shade, firewood, and timber, as well
as for protection to streams and water-
courses.

All persons Interested in forestry and.
lumbering are requested to communicate
with the department and answer certain
questions, from it. is hoped suffi-
cient information will be secured to ena-
ble Mr. Plnchot to prepare a statement of
the work done during the year and to
show the progress the country is making
in this ancient science.

WHERE MORMONS MAY SETTLE.

A Xew I'ort Opened in the Hiihlaii
PoHMeHNlnnft.

The State Department has been informed
that a new port was opened on July 5

last near the Catherine harbor, the ex-

treme northern point of Russia's posses-

sions. The city will be called "Alexan-drovsk- ,"

in honor of the late Emperor, at
Mhose request S. I. Wilte, Minister of Fi-
nance, visited the northern coast of Rus-
sia in 1849. The Minister reported that
the location- - of a city at a point where a
good harbor could be found was necessary
to the developmept of the Mormon region.-

The neM' port of Alexandrovsk Is expect-
ed soon to become an Important centre for
the Industries of Northern Russian, as it
is capable of enormous development.

THE ROANOKE AT SEATTLE.

The steamer
Roanoke, of the North American Trans-
portation and Trading Company's fleet,
arrived at St. Michael last evening with-
out much treasure.

400 passengers were nearly all without
means.

AMERICANS EAT TOO'MTJCH.

A Food Expert 'Say tlie "Appetite It
Tint a Safe Gallic.

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 21. Prof. W. O.

Atwater, Government food expert, gives.
In an official report, "his, reasons for be-

lieving that Americans eat too much. He
says:

"Experience in Europe, where people are
well nourished with much less, confirms
the belief that, we, as a people, eat to ex-

cess. The excess appears to be chiefly in
fats and carbohydrates. Among ordinary
people who are not limited in their choice
of food there is a common practice of over-

eating, which is believed to be, in many
cases, seriously Injurious to health. We
need to observe our diet and its effects
more carefully and regulate appetite by
reason. Different people have different
needs for nourishment-- "

He lays down the general rule that those
in good health with good digestion should
eat only the things that experience has

t

uo uiaj?nustrength. subject of a proper diet
Professor Atwater says:

B? w l
tyTis that in general the food that Is best
fitted to supply the physical needs and to
keep the body in sound condition Is best
for mental and nervous exercise."

He gives warning that the appetite can-
not always be taken as a safe guide to the
amount of food that should properly be
eaten, and points out that "with most peo-
ple the amount eaten 13 influenced largely
by the taste of the food and the habits of
the eater." Professor AtM'ater adds that
"the standard of living Is higher In this
country than in Europe. People' with us
are better housed, clothed and fed than
there; have more of the comforts and op
portunities ot me ana mane more ot mem-selve- s.

Many persons work harder, accom-
plish more and earn more money to pay
for the better living. To do this they need
nourishing food."

The subject of food waste Is considered
hv Prnffjnr Afivnrnr nil Imnnrtnnt aftpr
that of proper nutrition, and much of his l

report is devoted to it. He says:
"From the economic standpoint, the

waste of food in American households and
institutions is a serious matter, and it is
aesirable that exact statistics should be
obtained and published. In the families

'of fourteen professional men In different
Parts of the United States it was found
that 3 per cent of the total nutriments of
the food purchased found its way into the
garbage. In fourteen families ot mechan-
ics the waste averaged a little over S per
cent, while in dietary studies of college
baordlng clubs It was larger and In some
cases amounted to the throwing away of
one-fift- h of the food brought into the
house."
